a A CHALX.ENGE has been offered to each student, 
sports? The Administration feels that it is only a 
' minority” who are sports' enthusiasts, 
will prove or disprove this point. 

As in all controversies there are arguments pro and con. The 
entire reliability of the Student Referendum will be doubtful 
' unless a great majority of the student body studies each point 
and then marks his ballot either “yes" or “no". 

In order to understand fuUy the attitude of both sides in this 
discussion, the background of the sports situation at the University 
must be known. For almost 20 years, we have had outstanding 
football and basketball teams— outstanding because the fTOtball 
team was one of the few in the nation that was consistently t»d 
and because the basketball team blew hot and cold in the cellar 
one year and champs the next. 

Basketball reached It's pinnacle here during the 1942-43 sea- 
son when the Colonials beat a favored Duke team and won the 
Southern Conference Championship. That was our iMt com- 
. petitive appearance and we quit while we were ahead which was 
" in accord with the practice of aU successful gamblers. The ques- 
tlon Us “Are we gamblers, or are we in sports for the .love of 
sports’’* The Student Council and the Sports Committee believe 
that the latter Is the case and that although a winning team gains 
> more support, the students wiU back any team that the University 
floors just because it represents the University. 

Although stating that he himself is in favor of the return of 
sports, and always has been. President Marvin presented the 
I Admlnistnjiaii's arguments against their return this year: (1) 

sparts sMmK not be entered into hastily, either because of a 
plank In the election platform of a successful political party or 
becaiise of “emotionalism,” but should be carefully considered 
all angles; (2) In order to put successful, not mediocre teams on thf 
” field the University wants to wait until the coaches now on war- 
leave return rather thaii bringing in new men unfamiliar with 
University problems and background; (3) there are not sufficient 
players at the University at the present time and even if a team 
could be produced there is no assurance that the material would 
"* be available In future years; (4) there is no desire among the 
majority of students, in the faculty, or among the alumni for 
sports— on the otl^r hand there is a direct opposition; (5) Wash- 
ington will not support any fourth rate team nor any team that 
“should have won but didn't" as evidenced by the experiences 
of the professional teams and the other collegiate teams in the 
city; (6) financially the University can not embark upon a lull 
sports program at this time. 

♦ On the other hand the Student Council and the Committee 
believe that they have the answers to every one of these objections. 
In partial reply to Dr. Marvin's first point, a member of the

Dr. Marvin Asks 
For Formulation 
Of Doflnito Plans 

• IN A REPEAT of Iwt year’s con- 
ference with President CJoyd H. 
Marvin on the Issue of bringing In- 
tercollegiafe sports back to the 
University, the \ Student Council 
Sports Committee received no oom- 
mitment from the administration in 
last Friday’s discussion. 

Stating that he had no authority 
to give a definite answer. President 
Marvin suggested the Committee 
formulate more specific plans as Id 
the sports desired* the means of 
financing such a program, and the 
student and coach material avail- 
able. He said that he, then, would 
be willing to discuss further the 
potslbUlty of a return this year and 
to present the plans to the Board 
of Trustees. / 

At the request of the Council 
President Marvin and William 
Myers, director of physical educa- 
tion, met with representallves from 
The Hatchet, the Student Council, 
And the Sports Committee to clar- 
ify the University’s position on the 
•ports question.

• COMING THROUGH, laal week, 
with a cloia two-vot# majority to 
win. Bill Long waa elected pre«l- 
dent of tha Student Vetarana' Club 
lor tha fall aemeater. In a run-oll 
ballot he defeated Jim Fltxalmmon., 
Ktlrlng prealdent aeeklng re- 
election, . 

Complete new alate of Vet oB- 
cers Includea. in addition to Long.

Dooley, secretary, and Zeb Harris, 
treasurer. 

ITie election meeting, attended 
by approximately one hundred 
membera, was marked by a great 
deal of heated dlscutaion and tight 
race, for moat of the o®cei. Nor- 
man Cohen, ntlring vice-president, 
presided over the balloting. 

Long'! victory came only on tho 
oecond ballot by a two-vote major- 
ity. On the first vote Fitzaimmopa 
had a plurality over the other can- 
didatea but no majority which ne- 
ceaaltaM tlW second balloL Joo 
Beyda and BUI Stniter. candidates 
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on the first vote, were dropped, 
and the race narrowed to Fltalm- 
mons and Long, with Long winning 
by a last deciding vote. 

Lloyd Price rode to an easy win 
over Tom Hurt, for tha vlce-prta- 
idency on a second ballot which 
was run off •Imultaneously with 
the presidential voting. 

Only reelection of a ratiring on- 
cer came with the return of Joyco 
Dooley to the poaition of tecreUry. 
Zeb Harris took once as treasurer 
only after a second ballot. 

Though devotad almost entirely 
to the election of new oOeert, some 
regular business was haadlad at tha 
meeting. Retiring Prealdent Fita- 
aimmona read to the cl^ twb let- 
ten he had sent to Hra. F, O. 
Roosevelt and General Omar Brad- 
ley. He also told of hU trip to Hyd# 
Park recently to lay a wreath on 
the grave of the late FrankUa 
Delano RooseveK.

Sports Committee campaign which

To disprove statements made at ^ 
last Friday's conference, a referen* 
dum will be conducted by the Stu- 
dent Council to determine whether 
the student body favors a return to 
sports this year. 

Polls will open toddy at noon to 
the Student Club. Students may 
east their ballots today, Friday, or 
Monday In the Student Club or 
Hall of Government. 12-2 p.m. and 
5;30-7 p.m. Voting booths will also 
bo arranged for the Medical and 
Law Schools. 

Each student hiving a registra- 
tion card will be eligible to voice 
his opinion. All ballots must be 
signed arid cards will be punched 
as a precaution against over-zeal- 
ous sports fajis. Laddie Relchweln, 
chairman, dedered. 

The three-day referendum will 
oAcieUy close at an ilMudent 
rally behind the Hall of Govern- 
ment Monday at 7:30 p.m. Pep 
talks will be given by special out- 
side strikers and by members of 
the Committee. Potential material 
for a basketball team will be pre- 
sented. The rally will be conducted 
by cheerleaders, and a band will 
lead the slngihg. 

"We are expecting more than a 
majority of the students to vote 
and to attend the rally,” Chairman 
ReichWeIn stated.

With numerous calls each day from Armp desiring 
to employ Veterans, Dr. Mitchell Dreese has refmed 
all offers to Miss Virginia Klrkbrlde, director of per- 
sonnel guidance. Her office is on the second Boor of 
Columbian House. There are aU types of positions 
open, full or part-time, and she will be pleasantly help- 
ful In Anding the right one for you. 

Under Public Law 346 a serviceman may wmk 
without a permit up to and including 35 hours a Wjeek. 
If he is carrying part-time college program, he may 
also obtain a percentage of his subsistence allotment. 
’The University rulings will allow the veteran to carry 
a fuU schedule of 12 hours with 24 houlu of work and 
full subsistence allowance. ’There are any number of 
combinations which Dr. Dreese can explain more fully. 
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Msrvin disclaimed ability to answer the questions put 
to him. Again Mr. Myers said nothing but an occas- 
sional laconic “yes” to “Isn’t that correct, Myers?” 
Again the. President failed to convince his hearers. 

Dissent among the representatives regarding the 
place of football in the program was the rope with 
which the President tripp^ them up. He then offered 
to allow the students to formulate plans which he 
would be glad to discuss at any time and then present 
to the Board of ’Trustees which does not meet until 
late November, but which he can call into special ses- 
sion at any time.

Dean Qkfs Air 
To Broadcast 
New Program 

• ‘TODAY IN HISTORY", heard 
dally last winter over WOL and 
every Sunday since August, 1944 
over WTOP will go off the air 
November 1. Elmer Louis Kayser, 
Dean of University Students and 
narrator of the program announ- 
ced last week. 

Arranged as a wartime service 
by Us sponsors, the time will now 
be used for some form of radio 
advertising. Dean Kayser is work- 
ing on, a format for a new radio 
show expected to start January 1. 

"As to the future of radio. It 
iJ quite a Job even to attempt to 
predict," Dean Kayser stated. 
“Radio is so new that there hat 
bean little opportunity to regular- 
ize channels of entering the field. 
For example, most present radio 
men are former newspaper cor- 
respondents. In the early days, 
the men who went in as announ- 
cers and producers had had dra* 
matic or musical training. In the 
non-technical fields, of course, the 
roqulrementf are self-evident. 

“The future character of radio 
is as yet undetermined. Undoubted- 
ly it will be knocked into new 
form by the advent of television. 
As is the case now. the talent roles 
will be drawn from their original 
fields: singers will continue to 

come from the concert stage, 
comedians, etc." 

Great announcers are becoming 
a thing of the past. Dean Kayser 
thinks. Nowadays radio stations 
tend to have large sUffs of an- 
nouncers. Post-war Radio will 
probably continue to be staffed by 
men who have worked into the 
field as youths. The main require- 
ments are a sound education and 
a pleasing radio voice.

• QUOTES FROM LAST YEAR'S HATCHET— “Announcement 
that this University would not enter a team in Southern Confer- 
ence Basketball competition came late last night from William 
Meyers, University Athletic Director. 

Tht decision, made after almost month of active agitation by the 
itudent body, was reached after a*’week of- strenuous effort on the part 
of the faculty to Investigate the responsibilities of a schedule, eligibility 
of players and availability of a gym. 

Two Insurmountable difficulties facing the Athletic Department were 
responsible for the final decision. Inability of other schools In the Con- 
ference to schedule the University and a lack of suf- 
ficient eligible men to form a suitable squad were list- 
ed as the main reasons" — 

This year, in view of these difficulties, the ball has 
started rolling early enough to insure that a full 
schedule can be made up. Director Meyers has been 
In contact with teams desirous ef scheduling games 
with the UnlversHy. AU that Is lacking is the nod 
from the powers that be. 

A solution to the player problem lies In a list of 
players now in school who would be eligible for the 
team. This list includes varsity transfers from other 
schools, members of last year’s All-University squad. 

.and former high school players. 

In addition, James Rausch, Don McNary, Edsel Gustason, and Bob 
Jackson, all members of the 1942-43 championship team and now in the 
service, are back in the country and slated for dischargee soon. They 
have kept in touch with Meyers and presumably will return to the Uni- 
versity. 

With such players as a nucleus, the University should be able to floor 
a creditable team. We don't expect a championship team, but we do 
expect a start to be made. As several years are required to mold a 
team into a championship aggregation, a start 5 years from now probably 
would not prove any more successful.

versity participation In Inter-col- 
legiale competition since 1927, Pres- 
ident Marvin presented the prob- 
lems which had confronted the ad- 
ministration and declared that he 
did not want to see the same mis- 
takes made by a premature return 
to a full sports program. 

Among the reasons given for^ 
waiting were that there Is at pres- 
ent an Inadequate coaching staff 
but former reliable men are ex~ 
pected to return to their old posl-, 
tiona as soon «s released from serv- 
ice; that there are no eligible play- 
ers available now; that no scouting 
organization necessary to insure a 
continuing team had been formed; 
that there was no support In the 
alumni, faculty, or students for 
such a return. 

Representatives pointed out that 
there was material, that it was pos- 
sible to have at least a basketball 
team this year; that it was possible 
to finance limited competition; and 
that students on the whole wanted 
sports back. In the open forum 
discussion no decision was reached 
Monday. President Marvin re- 
vealed that he had received a let- 
ter from Comdr. Max Farrlngtoh> 
sports adviser, which disclosed that 
he expected his release soon; that 
he had a plan (or University par- 
ticipation to be considered before 
any decision was made; and that he 
would be bark In the city by No- 
vember 1 to pre.sent hts Ideas. 

The question of University par- 
ticipation in Intercollegiate sports 
was raised last year. Following a 
conference with President Marvin 
and Advisor Farrington, such a 
program was postponed until con- 
ditions should become more favor- 
able. '
